EXPLANATION  OF 
SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter.  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  annual  re- 
ports show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  superintendent 
of  schools  as  per  the  following  quotation:  "Reports.  Each 
superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union  shall  annualy  pre- 
pare a  report  showing-  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent, which  report  shall  show  in  detail  the  amount 
derived  from  the  per  capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid 
directly  by  each  school  district  in  the  union". 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated 
on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the  school 
for  the  pervious  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The 
Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  48  during 
1959-60  received  a  salary  of  $7,750  which  was  made  up 
as  follows:  $3,500  paid  from  the  per  capita  tax  and  $4,250 
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prorated  among  the  several  school  districts.  Allowance 
of  $1,100  for  travel  within  the  union  was  also  prorated  as 
state  above.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

My  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools 
is  hereby  submitted. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  education  of 
Dorchester  children  during  the  past  year.  There  are 
eight  elementary  children  in  attendance  at  Canaan  and 
four  high  school  pupils  as  this  is  written.  It  is  gratifying 
to  see  some  of  our  boys  and  girls  remaining  in  high 
school  and  I  hope,  as  I  am  sure  you  do,  that  ihey  will 
stay  and  graduate. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  the  bill  presented 
to  the  Legislature  to  dissolve  the  Dorchester  School  Dis- 
trict was  reported  in  as  inexpedient  to  legislate  and  with- 
out a  doubt,  this  is  a  dead  issue  for  the  present.  I  was 
very  hopeful  from  the  reception  we  received  at  the  hear- 
ing that  some  action  would  be  taken  but  I  have  a  strong 
suspicion  as  I  am  sure  some  of  your  board  members  do 
that  the  prevailing  tax  rate  was  the  primary  factor  in 
the  decision.  I  would  recommend  that  the  bill  be  pre- 
sented again  at  a  future  legislative  session  and  at  that 
time.  I  am  sure  from  all  indications  that  it  will  not  be 
hard  to  prove  that  your  tax  rate  has  gone  up  considerably 
because  of  additional  school  costs.  The  board  and  myself 
will  continue  to  get  the  best  education  we  can  for  Dor- 
chester children  with  the  money  the  district  makes 
available. 

As  far  as  I  know  in  talking  with  the  Canaan  Super- 
intendent, there  are  no  serious  problems  concerning 
your  children  in  attendance  there.  If  I  can  be  of  any 
assistance  to  you  on  any  matter  pertaining  to  education, 
do  not  hesitate   to   contact    me.
